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WORK 
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-—HE Provincial and community of 

Order of St. John of God in 

St. Augustine’s Colon 
fectives, at Obelisk Park, 
Dublin, yesterday held a reception of visitors 
to the colony, where fifty patients are bein 
cared for and trained in agricultural field 
work and other suitable trades. All the 
visitors expressed enthusiastic appreciation of 
the remarkable work carried on, called 
for its extension, 

The Very Rev. Brother A. Donegan, 
Provincial, said that their workshops were 
still in a very crade and elementary state, 
and the chapel was too small. Since the 
sixteenth century ‘their order had made a 
special study of mental welfare, and at the 
Futa day the Order condueted mental 
ospitals and institutions in almost every 
country in Europe. In 1930 a separate 
Province of the Order was formed for the 
Irish and English brothers, and in the same 
year the late Cardinal Bourne invited them 
to take up the care of Catholic mentally 
defective boys in England. 


MAINTENANCE 


In the Free State they found that, though 
mental diseases were, on the whole, very 
well catered for, and though mental defective 
children were well cared for at St. Vincent’s,, 
Cabra, they found that very little was being 
done for mental defectives above school age. 
Consequently they had offered their services 
and the estate. In 1931 the colony was 
opened with the re of the Departn 
but progress had until recently been v 
slow, while the financial position > apa 
them great uneasiness. Each year ended with 
a financial loss, and periodical loans had to 
be raised to meet current expenses. Although 
the various county boards were cireula 
and some of them had been: ¥ i, the 
almost invariable reply received was that the 
maintenance fee was too high, He might 
inention that the local authorities in England 
paid 23s. 6d. per week for each defective sup- 
ported by them, and in the Free State, where 
the cost of living was no lower, almost half 
that figure was considered too hij 

One notable exception to that attitude was 
that of the Dublin Board of Assistance. 

All rouni, he declared, more attention was 
being paid to the mental defective problem 
and this year their institution had more than 
doubled its numbers. 

The Lord Mayor, Alderman Byrne, T.D.. 
said it was amazing that the Brothers had 
done for mentally defective boys at their 
colony in Potter's Garden, London, Uf they 
had not made the boys self-supporting they 
had at least improved them by fifty per cent. 


WELL SPENT MONEY 


“lí,” he added, ‘“‘the authorities here 
knew what could be done in this matter, by 
proper handling of the boys after they left 
school, there was no doubt that they would 
take second place te none in their desire to 
look after such children.”” What institution, 
he asked, could feed, clothe and educate a 
boy for various walks in life for 16s. per 
week per head? There were in nearly every 
village one or two mentally defectives, and

advantageous to the boys, if the local bodies 
sent them to that institution instead of 
putting them into County Homes and leaving 
them there for all time. There was still room 
lor fifty boys in the institution, which he 
recommended not alone to Dublin, but to the 
thirty-two counties of Ireland. 

Mr. G. P. Cussen, Senior Met litan 
Justice, said that he was satisfied that to 
increase the population of Obelisk Park would 
be a gain to the State. He was perfectly 
aware that there were more than fi ty boys 
who would be glad to come to that institu- 
tion and who would benefit from it, and 
whose residence there would. be. a profit 
instead of a loss ‘to the State. 

Senator J. T. O'Farrell said that the work 
being done by the Brothers was of a most 
humane and Christian character. Parents 
would have great satisfaction in knowing that 
in that institution their children would be as 
well cared for, and. in most cases, unfor- 
tunately, better cared for than if they were 
kept at home. 


A SOCIAL OBLIGATION 


_Dr. J. Fitzgerald, Assistant R.M.O.. 
Grangegorman Mental Hospital, said that 
this was the only country in the world, with 
all their hospitalisation, where there was no 
legislation to deal with mental defectives. 
There was a moral and social obligation on 
any State to look after their less fortunate 
brethern—the mentally affected. 

The question was one not merely for the 
Minister for Local Government, but also for 
the Minister for Education, who should in- 
troduce a to raise the school-leaving 
age irom 14 to 16 years in the case of mental] 
defectives. 

While the initial expense of treatment for 
mental defectives might be heavy, it would 
eventually repay itself. It cost 2Ís. per week 
to maintain a patient in Grangegorman, while 
a patient at Obelisk Park cost only 16s. per 
week to maintain, and there was no doubt 
that the children being trained by the 
brothers could become useful social units. 
Dr. J. A. Harbison, Dublin County M.0.H., 
said that for years they simply talked of 
insanity as grouping every deviation from 
the normal, and so allowed people to associate 
every deviation from the normal with the 
atmosphere of insanity, and so developed a 
feeling of hopefulness. The problem was one 
which struck at the roots of civilisation. 

_ Dr, J. Hannigan, T.C., said it was dis- 
appointing to know that insanity was in- 
creasing in the country. There were mentally 
defective children in the Free State in county 
homes, mental hospitals, farmyards and Mal 
rooms, That system must be changed. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh said that in the treat- 
ment of mentally defective children they were 
about fifty years behind the times. In order 
to get a patient into an institution such as 
they were attending that day they had to 
pauperise them by sending them through the 
union, 


[MPLOYMENT 


Mr. D. Coyle appealed to industrialists to 
give boys trained in such institutions a chance 
on “eg pang of their treatment. 

The Rev. R. Devane, 8.J., said that it was 
the duty of the State to make every effort 
te come to handigrips with the problem. of 
mental defectives, They required some 
central body to come together to draft a 
pregramme to submit to the Government and 
ta get it sufficiently interested to introduce 
legislation. 

The Kev. H 3B. Bob MA. Al 
Saints’, Newtown Park, Blackrock, said that 
he had occasion to come there sometimes, 
because the charity of the Order extended 
even to him, and he desired to acknowledge 
the courtesy he had always received there 
and to place on record the happy relations 
that existed between the patients and the 
Brotherg who devote themselves to their care. 
It was a pleasure to him to know that there 
was a Home like that which could afford to 
those boys who are misfits and devoid of 
their normal faculties, protection against the 
hostilities and harshness of the world. which 
was still more harsh on those with less in- 
telligence than the majority. 

Dr. J. P. Brennan said that it would be 
very much more to the point if the Minister 
for Local Government set up a commission 
of inquiry into the subject of mental defec- 
tives than to send economic experts to Geneva 
to impose sanctions on Italy or Abyssinia.

A malicious injury claim of an unusual 
character was heard by Judge Thompson at 
the Belfast Quarter Sessions to-day, when 
John Picken, French Park, Carrickfergus, 
claimed £50 conipensation in respect. to 
damage to a horse, a reaping machine, and 
two fields of hay containing about eight acres 
by reason of a quantity of spikes having been 
placed in the ground, 

Mr. Nicholson (instructed by Mr. Stanley 
Haggan), for the applicant, said that the 
vccurrence took place on July Ist and 2nd. 
It was, counsel said, a rather unusual claim. 
Mr. Picken was the owner of a farm in the 
locality of Carrickfergus, and when he went 
to cut his hay crop in July he found it had 
heen spiked throughout, the two fields con- 
taining eight Irish acres, with short iron 
spikes. 

The result of this was that when Mr. 
Picken commenced to cut the hay his reaper 
was caught in the spikes and it was con- 
siderably damaged. He had then to get the 
aor cut by hand, as a result of this Mr. 
Picken lost a considerable sum. In addition, 
a valuable horse, which was in the reaper, 
became so affected with the constant stopping 
that it refused to work any further. 

Applicant corroborated counsel’s statement, 
and said that he sold the horse for £20. He 
estimated his loss on the crop at £10. The 
damage to the machine cost £6 Os. 2d. __

Industrial Alcohol 


_ Recent references to the manufacture of 
industrial alcohol from the potato 
remind me of some of the older uses of 
this staple article of food. As appears 
from a paper read before the British 
Association over a century ago the potato 
was used in many novel ways outside the 
kitchen. The pulp was fashioned into 
snuff-boxes, children’s toys and even 
picture frames. Those versed in the art 
of Pee turned it to good account ; 
and, not infrequently, the spirit of the 
otato masqueraded in the domino of 
‘Kau de Cologne.” More disquieting 
still for tipplers of the day, so-call 
Cognac and much that went under the 
name of brandy was largely “ spirit of 
potato.” In many instances the raw 
material for these liquors, distilled from 
potatoes, was imported into England from 
the Continent and re-exported to the 
Colonies as the genuine produce of the 
grape. Germany and Poland are said to 
have done a brisk trade in this commodity 
a hundred years ago. A more domestic use 
for the pe in the time of our great- 
grandfathers was that of quack medica- 
ment. Chilblains and eczema were often 
treated by a lotion of the water which 
ran from the potato in the process of its 
manufacture into spirit. Washerwomen 
found this water a good cleanser of 
woollens, and it was put into the wash 
tub for this reason, as well as to prevent 
the ills that washerwomen are heir to. 
‘There is nothing new under the sun.” 
Possibly our new alcohol factories might 
later make of this water a useful by- 
product. It can at least be tested. 


An Trish Actor 


Mr. Breffney O'Rourke, a friend tells 
me, is to make a welcome re-appearance 
in Dublin this month. He is coming: to 
take a leading part in a play at the 
Gaiety, and we will not have the pleasure 
of his good. company for more than a 
week. Old playgoers who remember his 
acting at the Abbey, the Queen’s, and 
other theatres will rejoice that he is 
coming back for even such a brief stay. 
Unlike others whom I could mention, Mr. 
O'Rourke never- fails to keep his old 
Dublin cronies well posted on his doings 
and his travels by characteristically racy 
letters. His last stage appearance here 
was in the réle of the prisoner three or 
four years ago in a grim and realistic 
prison drama by Mr. Bob Brennan. On 
that occasion, I remember, he seemed to 
tower over the rest of his fellow-players, 
so impressive was his acting. His return 
now provokes the rather saddening re- 
flection. that if all the old Abbey actors 
still playing .abroad—the  Sinclairs, 
© Donovans, Hutchinsons,  Diggeses, 
Farrells, and so forth—-were to come back 
at the” same time, and accompanied by 
earlier and later Abbey actresses like- 
wise now playing to foreign audiences, we 
should not have theatres enough to give 
room for them and those still resident 
here. Dublin seems to breed more players 
and playwrights of the front rank than 
it does producers—a fatal defect in the 
modern theatre.

SCHOOL ATHLETICS 


NEED FOR ORGANISATION 


The lack of organisation in athletics among 
Irish Schools was dealt with im a recent 
broadcast by Mr. A. M. Raffan, of King s 
Hospital, Hon. Sec. of the Dublin Schools’ 
Athletic Union, Mr. Raffan has been 
responsible for a t deal of the organisa- 
tion work, which has brought into being the 
union of which he is secretary, and he is 
greatly interested in the project of having 
the schools of the whole of Ireland put their 
weight behind a scheme for athletic improve- 
ment, 

Many schools, Mr. Raffan admits, have 
sports days, but these, he says, are usually 
the only vccasiuns in the different schools 


as often as not, there is almost no training 
for the events. 

Proper training and equipment are the n:ost 
important things for athletes to watch, ard 
often the mistake of letting a boy take part 
in too many events in one day’s sport is made. 

Four events in one day shoul be regarded 
as the limit for one boy, as more than that 
will result in his being strained, and it often 
happens that a boy who is allowed to compete 
tow often in school sports will become “ burnt 
out ” before he has reached manhood. 

Apart from the good done by athletics in 
a physical way, there is often found to be a 
considerable gain of self-respect to a boy who, 
though something of a ‘‘dud”’ on the fo.- 
ball or cricket field, can put up a good per- 
formance at the high jump or sprint. Size 
and muscle, also, are not of such great im- 
portance in athletics, so that even the 
youngest of pupils in the schools can be 
catered for. 

An objection which has been raised to 

the proposition of organising school athletics 
is the position of the country schools, which, 
it is said, are handicapped by the necessity 
of travelling long distances. This however, 
can be overcome to a great extent by arrang- 
ing for special vouchers which the omnibus 
companies are always willing to graxt to 
schools. 
_ The County Dublin Schools 'Athietic Union 
is an example of what organisation can 
accomplish in this matter. There are twenty- 
two schools in the union, which is run by a 
committee on which each school has a 
representative. The affiliation fee is ten 
shillings, and championships are held each 
May for which no entrance fee is charged. 
Contests are held between the schools each 
ear, and the results of this competition in 
mproving the standard of performance is 
shown in the altered records of the last few 
years. |

Professor Frydberg’s devotion to the 
violin has transcended all other interests 
in his life. Although he made his first 
appearance on the concert platform at tlie 
age of ten at Lodz, and studied with suc- 
cess for eight years at the Moscow Con- 
servatoire, he is a lawyer by profession. 
Through his advocacy he won fame and 
wealth. Married to the daughter of a 
Russian General A.D.C. to the Tsar, he 
was one of the victims of revolution. 
From 1917 to 1921 he remained in Russia, 
his property was confiscated and he was 
sentenced to death. During a long im- 
prisonment he was allowed to keep his 
violin, and played to his fellow-prisoners, 
many of whom were shot. His music 
secured his reprieve and release, and he 
was set free, but banished. Returning to 
Poland he again successfully practised 
law, devoting all his spare time to the 
study of the violin. Im 1932 he took up 
the violin as a career, and, going to Ger- 
many, gave over sixty concerts for the 
unemployed. Professor Frydberg has a 
high opinion of the musical qualities of 
the Irish people.

Lord Mavor of Belfast, the Chairman of the 
Harbour Board, and a large number of repre- 
sentative citizens, who will be entertained to 
luncheon. The Admiralty will be représented 
by Admiral Sir Drury St. Aubvn Wake, 
K.C.LE., C.B., Director of Naval Equipment.

BIBILICAL CITY 
DISCOVERED 
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From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
JERUSALEM, Monday. 


An ancient temple dating back to 3,000 
B.C. has been found on the site of Hai, 
the Royal city of Canaanites, which is 
mentioned in the Book of Genesis, 
together with fragments of sacrificial offer- 
ings and broken earthenware character- 
istic of that age. 

Complete fortifications which have been 
excavated point to the destruction of Hai 
having occurred about 2,000 B.C., says 
the Palcor Agency. ' 

The excavations, which were carried out 
under the supervision of a Palestinian 
woman, also revealed a huge gate belong- 
ing to the earliest period of the ancient 
city. Further excavations, financed by 
the late Baron Rothschild, are being con- 
tinued by the French National Museum 
at Dir Diwan, near Ramallah, seven miles 
to the north of Jerusalem. 

Hai, the Royal city of Canaanites, is 
situated to the east of Bethel. The 
Israelites were smitten here after the fall 
of Jericho. The town, with its inhabitants, 
was completely destroyed by Joshua. 

It is referred to in Chapter 12 of the 
Book of Genesis as follows:—‘‘ And he 
(Abraham) removed from thence unto a 
mountain on the east of Beth-el and 
pitched his tent, having Beth-el on the 
west and Hai on the east, and there he 
builded an altar unto the Lord.”

THE TRIAL OF INSPECTOR 
BONY

There was uproar in the Paris Correctional 
Court to-day, where ex-Police Inspector Bony, 
who came into prominence over the Stavisky 
case, is being tried for violation of profes- 
sional secrecy and for having abstracted 
photographs from the police archives.

_ Britain’s Election 


It seems to be fairly certain now that the 
general election in Great Britain will be 
held next month. The exact date has not 


yet been made known, but the experts are 


talking of November 20th, and the party 
organisers are basing their calculations on 
that date. Speaking at Glasgow last even- 
ing the Chancellor of the Exchequer told 
his audience that the Government had been 
reproached because it would not wait until 
next spring to go to the polls. The main 
criticism of its decision to hold the elec- 
tion before Christmas was because the 
crisis caused by Italy’s action in Abyssinia 
still was in full swing; but Mr. Chamber- 
lain explained very properly that there 
was no reason to assume that conditions 
would be any better four or five months 
hence. The world, he said, was not at the 
end, but only at the beginning of a long 
period of ‘‘ difficulty, doubt and anxiety,” 
which probably would be marked by inter- 
mittent crises of a more or less serious 
nature. It was essential, therefore, that 
the British Government should be in a 
position to speak for a united people ; and, 


above all, it was essential that popular 


support should be obtained for the Govern- 


ment’s programme of re-armament. Mr. 


Chamberlain spoke of repairing the waste 
and deficiencies in the national defences 


that had occurred during recent years, and 
there is no doubt that there has been a 


regrettable amount of slackness. What ho 


really meant, however, is that Britain's 


fighting forces must be placed upon a 
proper footing—in other words, that at 
least a ‘‘ one Power standard ' must be 
achieved. He pointed out, as we think 
very soundly, that, if Britain had been 
armed adequatély, the present crisis over 
Abyssinia never might have arisen. Most 
of the commentators on the causes of the 
World War agree that if Sir Edward Grey 
had informed the Germans at the begin- 
ning of the Jr'y crisis that Britain would 
fight on France’s side there would have 
been no war; and, although the circum- 
stances are vastly different, we are con- 


vinced that if Britain had been in a posi- 


tion to lay down the law to Signor 
Mussolini three or four months ago, his 
plans for the invasion of Abyssinia would 


have been abandoned. 
In one respect, therefore, Mr. Stanley 


Baldwin will appeal to the nation next 
month on a confession of failure. He must 
tell the people that Britain’s policy of 
unilateral disarmament has been a fiasco ; 
that while she has been beating her 
swords into ploughshares the other nations 
of Europe have been beating their prun- 
 ing-hooks into spears. 
in terms of armaments almost to the rank 
of a second class Power—with the result 
that she has been unable to speak with 
real authority at Geneva or elsewhere. The 
unhappy truth is that, if she wishes to

They either must empower the Govern-

Europe. Germany's might is growing 
with sinister speed, and the smaller 


nations are trembling with anxiety. The 


weary Titan once again is being required 


to gird up his loins. The short respite of 
the last few years of peace has come to 


an end. 
Mr. Baldwin’s Government ought to 


have no qualms regarding the popular 
verdict on the work that it has done since 
the financial crisis of 1931. At that time 
there was a real danger of national 
collapse; for the pound seemed to be on 
the slippery slope, and if the National 
Government had not taken control of the 
situation very serious consequences might 
have followed. In the event, the experi- 
ment was a notable success. 
Macdonald never was 
brilliant Premier; but he always had Mr. 
Baldwin at his side, and the Conservative 
Party, with true patriotism, gave the 
fullest support to an Administration, the 
leader of which it had little reason either 
to love or to trust. Now that crisis is

fifteen years must be reversed, and the 
idealism that informed it must give way

| Parliamentary Opposition probably will be 
increased in size. Indeed, the lack ofa] 
| really strong Opposition has been one of |

It is almost inconceivable, 
however, that the British people would 
return the Socialists to power at a time 
when a strong hand is so necessary at the 
national helm. We presume that Mr. 
Baldwin will go to the country as the head | 
of a National Government—that is to say, 
he will not seek to come back with 
an exclusively Conservative 
although, of course, the backbone of the 
new Government will be Conservative. 
The inclusion of a few Liberals and Labour 
men in the Ministry will strengthen it 
enormously both at home and abroad. 
May we express the hope that one of the 
new Government's first steps will be to 
tackle the perennial ‘Irish problem’’? 
A lasting settlement with the Free State 
would be a source of real strength to 
Great Britain, and we believe firmly that 
such a settlement can be achieved without 
much difficulty if men of good-will on both 
sides of the Channel resolve that it shall 
be achieved. | | : 


A Novel Strike. 

The coal-mining strike which has put 
four hundred men out of work in Mon- 
mouthshire introduces a new form of 
coercion into industrial disputes in Britain. 
On Sunday some seventy colliers descended 
into the bowels of the earth at Ynysddu, 
and announced their intention to remain 
there indefinitely as a protest against the 
employment of certain non-union workers 
at an adjacent pit. Their action has been 
inspired, no doubt, by a similar move 
during a recent continental sti{ke. The 
British workers, however, have been 
sensible enough not to copy the foreign 
example in every detail, and the horrors 
of a hunger-strike will not be added to 
their self-imposed sufferings. Food is 
lowered to them at regular intervals. At 
a late hour last night it was reported that 
more than three hundred men at two other 
pits has decided to “ stay in ” also, and 
there is grave fear that the strike may 
involve the whole of the South Wales coal- 
fields. In a dispute of this kind it is 
difficult to draw the line between what is 
and what is not a legitimate means to 
attract public sympathy to the cause of 
the striker. The “ staying in ”. may be 
considered a logical inversion of the ‘‘ lock- 
out,” but the obvious weakness of such a 
method is that it must tend to create in 
the neighbourhood such an atmosphere of 
strain and hysteria that the realities of the 
situation may be lost to sight. It is, 
obviously, a potent weapon, but the. 
pressure which it brings to bear upon 
the management is scarcely fair. To 
surrender at once upon the point at issue 
is to invite the employment of the same 
device again at an early date ; but to resist 
this novel form of dictation is to incur 
hostility and to prolong suffering. which is 
nothing the less real because the men have 
brought it upon themselves. Only a very 
serious grievance could justify such a step 
by the men,. and it is by no means clear 
that the matter in dispute is of vital im- 
portance. No workers have been dis- 
charged, and no diminution of wages is in 
prospect, The original strikers ceased 
work because they objected to the employ- 
ment in a pit owned by their company of 
eighty men who do not belong to their 
union. Their demand that these men 
should be discharged unless they joined it 
immediately could not be accepted by 
the company. The point at issue is 
important, and, despite the unusual 
device adopted by the workers, it seems 
essential for the future of British industry 
to resist the principle that a stoppage, 


which must mean loss: to the whole com- 
munity, is the proper means to decide a 
disagreement affecting only the relations 
between unions, — 


A Nation’s Health 


The annual report for 1934 of the Chief 
Medical Officer to the Ministry of Health 
in London provides welcome evidence of 
the wonders wrought in England by the 
local public health authorities. Although 
food prices are rising, even in the most 
distressed areas of the country there is a 
remarkable improvement in the physical 
well-being of the people, and par- 
ticularly in the rate of infant mortality. 
The rate figure refers to the deaths of 
children under one year of age, and last 
year, with fifty-nine, it was the lowest 
ever recorded. In 1916 the rate was 70, 
and this has been decreasing gradually 
until it reached 64 in 1933, and the new 
low record for last year. Such a result 
would be gratifying in a time of general 
prosperity; but it is truly magnificent 
when unemployment is rife, financial de- 
pression still is widespread, and changes 
in the age-constitution of the population 
imposes heavy burdens cn the shoulders 
of young fathers in the form of the care 
of aged relatives. This decrease in infant 
mortality has come at an opportune 
moment; for the birth rate last year 
showed an increase for the first time since 
1880, and although the Chief Medical 
Officer admits that he cannot estimate the 
significance of the rise, he is ready to 
believe that the improvement henceforward 
will be regular, In 1880 the birth rate 
was 35.4 per thousand, and this total 
fell steadily throughout the subsequent 
years until, in 1933, it became 14.4 per 
thousand. |

We can obtain wool from by- 
products of milk. As for corn, we are 
already sure of our supplies. As regards 
coal, we will reduce our consumption by 
using electrical energy, and we can com- 
pletely replace British coal by other coal, 
of which supplies will not be lacking. 

“One thing is clear. The traditional 
currents of trade, which can be held up 
by the exercise of stupid and useless sanc- 
tions, and for which others can be sub- 
stituted, must be considered to be finished 
with and unrenewable.”’

NEAR BRITISH SOMALILAND 
DAGGAH BUR, Monday. 


It is reported here, but without any 
confirmation, that Italians and the Mijjer- 
tein Somali tribe are engaged in a fierce 
battle in the south-east corner of Abys- 
sinia, where British and Italian Somali- 
lands meet. 

. The British Somaliland tribe of the 
Dolbahanta sided with the Mijjerteim, 
according to these reports.

FALL OF HOLY CITY 
IMPENDING

BISHOP HANDS KEYS TO 
DE BONO 
ROME, Monday. 


Telegrams from Adowa state that the 
Abuna, bishop of the holy city of Aksym, 
this morning presented the keys of the city 
to General de Bono. At the same time he 
paid his homage to the Italian commander. 

The Prelate wore his full vestments, and 
was accompanied by members of his 
clergy. 

The capture of the city without fighting 
is, therefore, considered imminent. The 
Italians have refrained from bombing 
Aksum because of its holy character, 
anticipating that it would give in before 
long of its own free will. 

A correspondent of the Lavoro Fascista 
reports that patrols of Askaris have already 
reached the outskirts of the city virtually 
without opposition. The same correspon- 
deht reports that all along the line groups 
of local inhabitants, who had been com- 
pelled to flee by the retreating Abyssinian 
troops, are returning to their homes with 
their animals and belongings. 

In the region of Adigrat refugees have 
returned with over 600 head of cattle in 
the last few days. Groups of Ethiopian 
warriors belonging to enemy territory are 
also coming in and giving up their arms, 
and asking to fight under the Italian flag. 


NEXT ITALIAN PUSH 


With the fall of Adowa, Adigrat and 
Aksum, it is considered here that the first 
phase of the East African operations 18 
completed, and it is expected that the 
second phase of the advance, which is due 
to begin shortly, will meet with little or 
no resistance, as reconnaissance flights far 
into the interior have revealed an “ entire 
absence of the enemy.”

ELECTION

In a leading article to-day The Times 
remarks:—The reported decision of the 
Government to submit themselves to a 
general election in November has evoked 
a chorus of protest from all sections of 
the Opposition. The case for an early 
election deserves to be tested by criteria, 
which go deeper than conventional charges 
of party advantage, brought by critics who 
have their own advantage to consider. It 
was the common expectation months ago— 
long before the present crisis became acute 
—that in the ordinary political course the 
Government would feel impelled to ask 
for a new mandate not later than the early 
part of next year. It was agreed by their 
supporters, and it was far from being dis- 
puted by the Opposition, that the mandate 
of 1931 could not be further extended to 
cover the positive work of national recon- 
struction that lies ahead. The Govern- 
ment that is to carry this work through 
to a further stage of accomplishment 
needed a definite manifestation of public 
opinion to give authority and precision to 
its undertaking. Such in hone politics is 
still the necessity. Nothing in that sphere 
has happened to vary or suspend it, and 
the Opposition would be stultifying their 
own daily contentions by dissenting from 
this view. For the moment they have put 
that idea in the background, and they are 
claiming that the over-riding requirements 
of foreign policy demand the retention of 
office by an Administration whose works 
they condemn root and branch. | 

It is unnecessary to make much of the 
obvious contradiction. Let the claim be 
taken at its face value. Is it really pos- 
sible for any responsible person to hold 


that the Government will be better able 


to make its influence felt in Europe at 
this critical time if it allows the months 
up to, say, February—or, even worse, up 
to the statutory expiry of the present Par- 
liament—to pass with no express affirma- 
tion by the electorate of the part which 
it desires and intends to play in the pre- 
servation of peace? It would be sanguine 
to hope that the repercussions of Signor 
Mussolini’s reckless act will have died 
away within four or five months, and it 
would be manifestly absurd to claim that 
a Government whose time is ebbing away 
will gather strength with the departing 
weeks. Yet, strength will be needed, 
either for that patient, but active, reso- 
lution which is necessary while the fight- 
ing lasts, or for the exertions and deci- 
sions which will have to minister to its 
liquidation. The postponement of an 
election cannot make for, and must de- 
tract from, the weight and efficacy of 
British policy. Nor, be it remembered, 
ean it be indefinitely delayed. Can delay 
ensure that a postponed election will be 
held in an atmosphere free from the 
sense of emergency! If not, a postpone- 
ment will give the a sition no relief 
from its grievances, while interests which 
rise high above partisanship will not have 
escaped injury in the meantime.

The Shoda Works, Limited, already 
have taken the first step in fulfilment 
of their arrangement with the Free State 
Government to purchase Irish products in 
a definite proportion to the value of the 
contract for alcohol factories which has 
just been awarded to them. Under this 
agreement, their organisation has under- 
taken to purchase Irish goods in the same 
ratio as their chief competitors. 

Last week their representative placed 
substantial orders for agricultural pro- 
ducts, and made an exhaustive study of 
trade possibilities. The Skoda Company, 
which is an enormous concern with world 
wide connections, will establish a pur- 
chasing office in Dublin to keep in close 
touch with the market here, and to im. 
prove trade with Czechoslovakia generally. 
They are confident th:t they will exceed 
the stipulated ratio, 1 to 3, and that they 
will find a continued market for Irish 
products, not only in Czechoslovakia, but 
also in other countries with which they 
have contact. | 

Apart from the fact that the tender 
was competitive, the Czechoslovak offer 
had the added merit of a less expensive 
system of production. A committee of 
technical experts gave this matter careful 
consideration, and finally decided to adopt - 
the s,stem proposed by the Skoda Works, 
as it is already employed with great 
success in other countries. 

It is interesting to know that although 
the process to be used here is a French 
atent, it was invented by an Irishman, 

rofessor Young. Its chief advantage. 
over the method employed in other 
countries is that it requires less fuel, and 
produces an industrial alcohol free 
from any traces of chemicals that 
might interfere with its “use as 
motor fuel. Another important factor 
in favour of the system finally 
chosen is that it will not necessitate the 
importation of certain chemicals essential 
to production under other methods.

CLUBS FORCED TO 
EXTEND THEIR COURSES

For the first time in history a golí cham- 
pionship is to be played on a British course 
more than 7,000 yards long. 

The links of the Royal Liverpool Club at 
Hoylake (Cheshire), where the Open Cham- 
yionship will be played ‘during the week 
lohuaine June, 22 next year, will be extended 
to nearly 7,100 yards by the construction of 
six new teeing grounds. The course at pre- 
sent measures 6,853 yards, and is the second 
longest on the championship rota, first place 
being held by Prince’s Sandwich with 6,890 
yards. i 

Major H. C. Forbes-Bell, the vag src of 
the club, states that the alterations have been 
planned to keep pace with the improved 
power of the modern rubber-cored ball. 

‘* Holes of just under or just over 400 yards 
are almost useless as tests for présent-day 
professional golfers,” said Major Forbes-Bell, 
“and the additional length will demand 
longer second shots at holes which in recent 
years have been reached comfortably with a 
drive and a mashie. This season there have 
been many scores in the 60's, and we are 
determined that only superlative play will 
produce a card of under 70 in the open nexi 
year, 


THE POSITION IN THIS 
COUNTRY 


The Royal Liverpool Club is not, however, 
the only club on a national championship 
rota that is making preparations to cope with 
the ever-increasing power of the ball and the 
steel-shafted clubs. The same problem is 
being considered by the Irish clubs. Royal 
Portrush, in planning the new links, made 
ample provision for present and. future re- 
quirements in the matter of length, and can, 
if necessary, extend the course to 7,000 yards 
for championships. 

The Committee of the Royal Dublin Club, 

in view of next year’s championships—the 
Irish Open in July and the Open Amateur 
in September—contemplate the lengthening of 
several holes to an extent that will really 
test the “‘ tigers.’ Longer tees will be con- 
structed, for instance, for the third (alps), 
tenth and fourteenth holes, and, if necessary, 
other holes can be made much longer. Port- 
marnock can also be stretched to 7,000 yards 
if the occasion demands it. 
Perhaps before it becomes necessary for 
clubs on the championship rotas to resort to 
such costly expedients in order to counteract 
the effect of the modern balls and clubs the 
Reval and Ancient Club will have made up 
their minds to assert. their: authority, once 
and for all, over the ball manufacturers by 
standardising a ball at least for champion- 
ships.

Rand Mining Taxation 

The Johannesburg Correspondent of the 
Financial News writes :—The Mine Taxation 
Committee has made substantial progress to- 
wards the completion of its taal It has 
taken a great deal of written and oral 
evidence, ‘and has examined a large number of 
witnesses. It is learned that the evidence so 
far submitted to the committee makes out 
the strongest caso for the replacement of the 
present formula system by an _ outright 
straight tax on profits. Authoritative opimon 
does not share the fear expressed in some 
quarters that a flat tax would be open to 
abuse, unless there was some guarantee en- 
suring the continuance of the present eye 
grade ore policy. The grade, it is held, 
governed by the price of gold, which itself 
guarantees the mining of the lowest grade 
ore consistent with a sound mining policy. 
Rand mines are at present undermining owing 
to the benefits obtainable under the formula 
system, which encourages to a ridiculous 
extent the use of low- -grade ores.

OOTBALL, now the national winter 
sport of France, was introduced into that 
country from England between 1880 and 
1890. It was first played near the ports of 
Havie and Rouen, and at Roubaix, in the 
north, as well as by Englishmen residing in 
Paris. All the players oí the earliest, games 
were English, and there was some comment 
about the foolishness of finding pleasure in 
kicking a football around a field. However, 
the French began to get attracted to the 
game, and in. 1894 the first national competi- 
tion was held, the winners being the Standard 
Athletic Club ‘of Paris, an Englist. club which 
is still in existence in the French capital. 
But football had no status of its own, and 
it was not until 1910 that football ‘clubs 
broke away from the tutelage of the national 
athletic union of France and founded an in- 
dependent football association, Baron Pierre 
de Coubertin, who has always been closely

the Paris Exhibition of 1900. 


In the early years of this century it looked 
as though the French were inclined to favour 
Rugby rather than Association football, 


The first 
international Association football match 
played in Paris, in 1906, between Switzerland 
and France, drew only 2,000 spectators, most 
of whom had come to see a Rugby match 
between two local French teams, which had 
been given first place on the programme,
